Summary of Comments of the MCW EWMP from LA Regional Board email dated 3/24/16 & Response to Comments

EWMP listinterim compliance milestones. All of
the dateslisted are the final TMDL compliance
deadlines. Inaddition, Table 43does notinclude
specificinterim milestones and dates for
compliance asrequested. Table 43 continuesto
propose non-specificinterim milestones of,
“Assess progress toward compliance with TMDL
requirements.” Specificinterimimplementation
milestones must be includedinthe EWMP. For
example, aninterim milestone could be annual
implementation of aspecificpercentage of Green
Street BMP capacity and/ or annual
implementation of aspecificpercentage of
Regional BMP capacity on private parcels by
Permittee perassessment area.
